No Mouammndan could have besn moroe
zonlous to his croei, no Aztea more loyul to
hils mystie falth, than tne great leaders from
thi ehst and woest, north nud south, who have
worshipped at the democritie shrine tuday,

Tho multituae that gathored o pay  hom-
ago to the nutionnl standard bearers of the
party numbered o its ranks nll clusses of
democrncy, from the hilghest to the lowaest,
The legrned furist from the beneh doffed bhis
ormine of authority In order to mingie in
pommon  with his  party brothren; tho ex-
confederate of the sonth graspod hands with
tho mugwump of the Bmoira state, while tho
prosperous farmer of the wost gavo fratornal
grooeting to the brawny leaders of Tammany
bhatl and thus oven forgot his hestitity to the
lorda of Wall street in common admiration
for tho groat lender of the nutional  demoe-
racy.

The governmont tuat s carried on
bofore his own oyes, by his own chaosen
servants, und within reach of his own regu-
Inting and pusishing wem, that government
csn b kept his servant, Yot we have buat
recently bavoly escapad n sticcossful effort
to strike down the pgoveratment that stunds
nearest the citizen and to steip from the peor
plean the states that right preservative of all
other rights—the vigat of halding their own
alections and of chonsing  theie own repre-
sontatives,

“Such, sir, nre some of the {ssueca of the
eampien on walch we are aboul to entor.
Thoev wo to the foundation of our llerty, In
Lhis groat contest your party has summoned
¥ou 1o Lo its lender.  Four years ago in tho
miid-career of service that well dessryved (he
highost honors your countrymen could be-
stow, us wo fecl surs that it will reocoive the
highest pralse that history can awared, you
were struck down, becanse, as a democraty
you could make no terms with those who
wishion to plundar the pubhe treasury and
those who sousht to pernetuate tho pussions
ol civil strite,

Some Things They Hoave Seen.

“Nour countremon will rght that wrone,
Thoy haveseen an attempt to wirn the gratl-
tude of a great.nation inte an electivnovring
tind for a politlenl party, and servies to that
party in tho econiliots of pesed count for more
than soryice to the coantry b conflicts of war,
Thev lnve seen every power of the federal
udministration pussionutely uaed to destroy
froe elections in the atates, nnd secing all
this, they have lost no opportunity in the
st four vours to hionor your adiniulstration,

SAnd now, sir, we pat inte your hands the
commission of which we are bearors. It is
the higlhioss hotor vour party can hostow: It
is the gravort call to duty your fellow demo-
orate can make.  But we balieve
sUre you  that there ure no ‘welk, weary or
dospondent demeceits' in the ronks of our
party todny, and with tho peonle's cause us
our ehugo, wo doubt ot vou will lead us to a
vietory i whioh tho principlas of our parcty
siall gloriously trinmph, and the welfoare of
our country shail ba mightily promoted.”

During Mr. Wilson's address Mrs, Clove-
land, who haa beon delayed, strove tocuater
the hadl unobserved, but the audisnce canght
Sighty of her nnd fairly went wild with en-
thusinsm In tho very midst of Mr. Wilsonw's
spooch threo choers were' givon for Dlis.
Clevelnod, and whin o volee Drom the gallery
proposed Dhres cheera for  Ruth,” the
enthiusiasm  reacken such A hejeht  that
the chaleman  was oblived momentarily
o suspond, Mpr.  Ulevalund's visnee
aarkoued with displeasurs, but even s
frown was powerless to clisek the enthusi-
usm of Amcrican chivaley, and it was fully a
minute beforo the enthusiam exhausted
Itself.

Mty velioving that there I8 no. other
safe ropository for the loertles of the people
wod the wellare of thoe patlon than the hands
of i demoeratlc sdwministration, we maost
heartily congratulate tho eountry upon the
opportunity presonted by vonr candiduey for
praturns o the methods wnd  mensures of
that party which ligs and which will ever
adinintster the goverdmaut for the good of
our countey and iu the witerest of the entire
peaple,
